Strong Speech on the Cam-

paign Issues.

FOREIGN POLICY DEFINED.

America Has Nothing to Gain By Making

Alliances.
t

By Associated Press.

Waverly, Iowa, Sept. IS. Hon. Dav-

id B. Henderson, Speaker of the House
of Representatives, delivered an able
address to a large audience here to-

night.
Mr. Henderson said In part:
"Be sure you are right and then go

ahead' 'Is an old maxim. It is the rule
of the Republican party. President
McKInley's question Is always "What
Is right for me to do In this particular
matter as piesident oi the United
States for the best Interests of the peo-

ple whom I am serving?" I believe
I can state with the greatest emphasis
and from the standpoint of an Intimate
knowledge of the president's motives
and actions, that to do light has been
his governing motive. The chief exec-

utive who does that which Is best for
the people of this country will In

time he vindicated.
On the other hand, the Bryan dem-

ocracy fc'eem to bo governed by quite a
different rule. Their y question Is:
"What line of action wll get the most
votes for our ticket? What policy will
best capture the unbelieving or the un-

patriotic. Or what line of aigument
will best deceive the honest and pat-

riotic?" And acting on these lines we
find the Bryan demcciacy in 1890 and
1900 pursuing dlffeient lines ot battle
and advocating anything which they
think can deceive the voter.

Perhaps in nothing are these two
conflicting rules or methods better ex
emplified than in the treatment of the
war between England and the Soutln
African republics. Mr. Bryan, and
tho democrats belonging to his mod-

ern school of democracy are trying to
poison the minds of those of curAni&r- -
Ican citizens whose ancestors came
from Holland or Germany by crying
out against the republican administra-
tion that 'it does nat sympathize with
the Boers struggling for liberty; that
tho president Is Indifferent to the suf-

ferings of these young republics; and,
In fact, wholly sympathizes and would
be glad to see the young lepubllcs
crushed by the arm of monarchy.
There is net a single fact to bear out
these charges. There Is not a single
act of the piesident or the lepubllcan
party to sustain these charges. From
the president's childhood to this hour
his whole life gives the lie to tho
charge, and yet day after 'day Mr. Bry-

an cr his piess or his stumpers seek to
Impiess this unholy charge upon the
public mind.
, Fellow citizens, we cannot afford to
let the Bryan demociacy decehe us,
and aboo all we cannot afford to

ourselves. I shall challenge any
man to shew that any other govern-
ment on earth went as far asfthls gov-

ernment did when President McKinley
tendered the good offices of this nation
for the solution of the Boer trouble-.- ,

'Mr. Bryan and his followers would
poison the German mind. I challenge
Mr. Bryan to show that Germany has
ever raised it olce in any form in
pursuit of tho agreement atThe Hague,
oi otherwise, to stop this war between
Great Britain and the Boers. Yes, I
still go further and challenge living
man 10 miqw tnat even olu Holland,
whoso sturdy ions went to Africa, the
men that now chiefly constitute, the
Boer lepubllcs, has ever ralsol Its gov
ernmental voice to offer Its offices to
&ohoathe problems between England
and the Boers.

Again I say- - that tho president of the
United Statos asked what was his
duty. Ho has. dono it like tho great
patilotlc head of the republic and done
all In his power. If thoso accusing
him of a failure to do anything for the
Boers, would only ask 'what Is tho
truth and always tell It to the Ameri-
can people, the observations of . mine
would net have been necessary today.

But another word before I close tho
discussion ot this theme. 'When tho
Boer delegates vlaited this country the

Secretary cf Stato showed theai t'ac
record made by this country and
pointed It out In. every detail, and my
Understanding Is that they went away
satisfied that this government, had
done Its whole duty, 'and carled back
with them tho kln'dllest fee'lfngs for
President McKinley, for all of his ad-

ministration and for the American
people.

In perfect keeping with tho attempt
to alienate our citizens related to Ger-

many and Holland, from the Republi-
can ticket on account of the false
charge that tho president sympathizes
with England In Its war with the
South African republics. Is the attempt
tomake these same classes of citizens
believe that there is an alliance

this country and England as
against the German empire and other
countries In Europe. These Bryanltcs
attempted this method of political
warfare In their campaign a year ago,
and, although the charge was com
pletely demolished and Its falsity made j

clear, a repetition of tho charge Is
still being made by tho followers of
Mr. Bryan.

It Is to be regretted that the g'

forces in this great National
conflict cannot meet upon great eco-m- lc

questions and upon all great ques-

tions affecting the country, and tieat
them truthfully and manfully without
stooping to the trlck3 and falsehoods
of those who are only capable of being
politicians and who nre Incapable of
understanding the meaning of the
word "statesmanship." ,

An alliance with England can only
be affected by treaty. The president of

the United States may enter Into
treaty agieements with other coun-
tries, but this agreement, by the terms
of the constitution, must be ratified by
the Senate of the United States. Until
this Is done no treaty exists. When It
is done the treaty become a part of the
law of the land. The tieaty becomes
public property, is a. matter of record '

and cannot be concealed from any cltl- -'

zen of the United States. No such
treaty or alliance with England has
ever been dreamed of excepting Inthe
false minds of expert ami unscrupu-

lous politicians.
This country has nothing to gain

by an alliance with any foieign power.
Our great strength lies in our

auil our power to govern our
people and protect our great interests
with out alliance with other nations,
treaties we have with foreign nations1
bilt they aie all treaties that touch the
mutual Interests of the contracting
nations, agieements to facilitate com-

merce and the many Interests that ar-

rive from the complicated relations of
life In this world. They are treaties
honorable to the nations entering Into
them and treaties made with one gov-

ernment without inviting or provoking
the tlispleasuie of another government.

My friends, I do not care under what
flag you or your forefathers were born
so long as the Republican party directs
the affairs of this nation your intetests
will be the guiding star to the action
of that party. The attempt to stir up !

feelings by such false charges deserves
the condemnation which I trust will
be Inflicted at the polls upon the party
that ii'-e- it,
